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IN MEMORIAM 




Dr. W.H. Brittain 



Macdonald students and 
graduates are widely recog- 
nized for their interest in and 
identification with the College. 
To be fully meaningful this 
loyalty and identification with 
the College requires knowl- 
edge of the history of the Col- 
lege. 

Thus the death of Profes- 
sor W. H. Brittain brings to 
an end a chapter in the life of 
the College which began al- 
most with its founding. Brit- 
tain was clearly, and by a 
wide margin, the greatest 
figure in our College's his- 
tory. He was a member of 
and gold medalist in the first 
graduating class. He was also 
the leading prankster in a 
student body whose escapades 
make today's students look 
hke a bunch of Sunday School 



kids. He became Dean of the 
Faculty in 1934. Under his 
leadership the Faculty was 
transformed from one with an 
essentially production-oriented 
agricultural interest to a sci- 
ence faculty which could hold 
its head high when compared 
to faculties at the Montreal 
branch of the University and 
to agricultural faculties 
around the world. 

So effective was Brittain in 
the administration of Mac- 
donald, and so effective was 
he in enhancing the role of 
the College in the McGill 
scene, that when the Univer- 
sity had Principal troubles in 
the late 1930's he was made 
acting-Principal of the Uni- 
versity. He was so successful 
in that role that it was often 
said that he was offered the 



Principalship. We have many 
times heard it said that, if the 
Principal were elected by a 
vote of the McGill faculty, 
Brittain would have been 
elected unanimously or close 
to it. His period as acting- 
Principal and his great in- 
fluence on University affairs 
in the following years gave 
the Faculty of Agriculture a 
new prestige within the Uni- 
versity. 

Brittain himself very prop- 
erly took great pride in his 
wartime service. When most 
of Macdonald was turned over 
to the Canadian Army as a 
training centre, he took a 
commission and administered 
the unit. What a strikingly 
handsome figure in his col- 
onel's uniform! 



One must also pay the high- 
est tribute to Professor Brit- 
tain as a naturalist. He cer- 
tainly must rank among the 
leading Canadian naturalists 
in our history. This is no bet- 
ter represented than in his 
responsibility for developing 
the Morgan^ Arboretum. Not 
only was Professor Brittain 
a great naturalist in a sci- 
entific context but his love of 
nature and his obvious hap- 
piness is being in the woods, 
in the fields, or on the water 
must have been an inspiration 
to thousands, just as it in- 
spired us. 

We are sure that Brittain 
would want each of us to do 
what we can to insure that 
the Morgan Arboratum be 
preserved as the most beau- 
tiful and the most important 



amenity area on the Island of 
Montreal. And it should be 
preserved in the name of 
Professor Brittain, as the 
Brittain-Morgan Arboretum. 

Even in the face of the re- 
markable skills and magnifi- 
cent achievements which 
marked Professor Brittain's 
contribution to the University, 
he will be remembered and 
should be remembered most 
of all for his human and 
humane qualities. He com- 
bined gentleness with strength 
of conviction in a rare combi- 
nation that made him a recog- 
nized leader of men. His salty 
Maritime humour and his pro- 
digious memory made him 
the best story-teller one could 
ever encounter.

This is not a very encouraging message to receive 
over the phone if you are in trouble but it is what you 
get from our infirmary on weekends. The infirmary 
was built by the Stewarts and the plaque on the wall tells 
that it was built to improve the health and welfare of the 
Macdonald students. On weekends this tape is all the 
health and welfare help we get. 

The problem is probably money. Mac's financial 
situation is certainly tight but the last place that should 
suffer is our infirmary, especially on weekends. The 
weekend is the time when things like basketball games, 
hockey games and Woodsmen's Competitions happen. 
A man with an axe in his knee or knocked out or a 
banged up hockey player can't find much reassurance 
or get much help from the infirmary's message. It is 
not much good at all. To begin v^th, you can't get the 
doctor. It's his answering service. Secondly, it is a long 
distance number. If you are out of change you are out of 
luck (especially if you spent your only dime calling 
the infirmary and can't call the Lakeshore General). 
How do you get to the hospital with no taxi money? 

The infirmary's bad weekend position is worsened 
by the fact that they don't even make available a first 
aid kit in their absence. A small injury not needing a 
doctor (or his fee for that matter) could certainly use 
some small-scale treatment. The hospital won't bother 
with it. If the infirmary can't, who will? 

Injuries don't take the weekend off so why should 
our infirmary? If money is at the root of the problem 
surely we can reallocate it from somewhere else so 
we can be given the reassurance of knowing that the in- 
firmary is operating if we need it.

Concerning Carnival, bus 
expenses for our postponed ski 
trip came to an additional $160. 
Council received a request 
from the Carnival Ball people 
for $75. to cover the costs of 
stewards and marshals. They 
had originally been budgeted 
for $45. After some debate, it 
was generally decided that no 
increase in this budget would 
be given. Founder's Day was 
then discussed, and it was 
decided that the C.C. should 
close at 6:00 that evening. One 
item brought forward was the 
Staff attendance at the comedy 
revue. In the past it has be- 
come customary on the part of 
some staff members to make 
this event somewhat in the 
nature of a family outing. As 
a result, especially due to the 
large number of children pre- 
sent, many other members of 
the staff have become displaced 
from the section specifically set 
aside for them. Unfortunately, 
Council has found themselves 
unable to deal with this dis- 
tasteful problem since the nmat- 
ter is relatively out of their 
own hands. 

The next item on the agenda 
was the Bar Disco, Barrie Stew- 
art and Ross MacCulloch were 
present. The majority of the 



discussion circled around the 
Disco, which has been criticized 
for its lack of entertainment, 
particularly for the under - 
20 group. Barry explained that 
the major problem with the 
Bar-Disco is a continuous one 
and introducing an entertain- 
ment for one night would not 
solve it in the long run. In- 
stead, plans had been made to 

give the Disco area better at- 
mosphere. These plans were 
given up around Christmas when 
the future of Macdonald be- 
came uncertain, and Bar-Disco 
finances ever frozen. In short, 
Barry Stewart's answer to 
them was simple - if they want 
a better atmosphere or contin- 
uous entertainment, they had 
better be prepared to pay tor 
it! At this point Dave Algar pro- 
posed that they formalize a 
regular procedure, whereby if 
some suitable idea was made 
to improve conditions, a budget 
could be presented when ad- 
ditional finances were received. 
The issue then went into a colos- 
sal discussion and in the end a 
committee was recommended. 
The committee will include 
about eight people, two rep- 
resentatives from Council and 
the rest from the under 20 age 
(cont'd on pg.

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DR.DONEFER Council 

Guest of Cuban 
Government 



Last Tuesday night. Dr. Donefer. 
Professor of Animal Science, spoke 
and showed slides on his recent visit 
to Cuba. In early December. Dr. Do- 
nefer flew to Cuba. The purpose of 
his trip was to act as external ex- 
aminer on MSc. theses at the Uni- 
versity of Havana. Dr. Donefer was 
part of a seven man team, invited to 
Cuba, from different countries 
around the world. All expenses were 
paid by the Cuban Government. Dr. 
Donefer remarked that it was a rath- 
er expensive way of treating their 
graduate students. However, it does 
increase the external contact which 
seemed to be lacking. 

Half way through the revolution, 
in 1964. the Institute of Animal 
Science (I.C.A.) was established. 
This institute is also divided into 
two sections: the animal and plant 
science. Dr. Donefer was rather' 
surprised to find how successful 
ICA was and he attributed this to the 
fact that animal husbandry has a 
very high priority in the Cuban 
Government. 

ICA has a professional staff of ap- 
proximately 50. Many important po- 
sitions are held by graduates young- 
er than 35. 

The relationship between ICA and 
government was very attached. The 
prime function of the rector and 
vice-rectors is to advise the cabi- 
net. Because of the economical back- 
ground of Cuba, the reseaich is di- 
rected to the solving of basic prob- 
lems. They cannot afford to go into 
pure science research. 

The prime function of ICA is to 
produce beef from local products. 
Since molasses is the most abundant 
product, it is fed to the cattle, then 
the beef may be consumed locally 
or exported. Even in the commer- 
cial feed lots, cattle, mostly Hol- 
steins imported from Ontario and 
Quebec, must eat molasses. Thus 
the cattle are fed approximately 20 
pounds of molasses which gives 40%

of the energy requirement. However 
because of thiamine deficiencies in 
molasses, cattle come up with a 
very peculiar disease: "molasses 
drunkenness". On the average, one 
or two of the animals are victims 
every day. Unless they are given 
proper attention, those animals will 
usually die in a short time. It is es- 
timated that the rate of gain on mo- 
lasses is two pounds per day. Ap- 
proximately 250.000 steers are fed 
on molasses, 90% of these in com- 
mercial feed lot operations. 

ICA also does experiments on Ze- 
bu (Indian cattle) crossed with Hol- 
steins. It is not very clear why 
these experiments are conducted, 
because Zebu cows are very low in 
productivity and come into feedlots 
at 18 months while Holsteins come 
into feedlots at three months. 

Overall. Dr. Donefer was very 
pleased with his short visit to Cuba.
